Birmingham, Eng.—Ireland under 


the peace settlement signed by repre- 
sentatives of the British and Sinn 
Fein government, • will be known as 
tho "Irish free state," Lord Chancell- 
or, Birkenhead announced Tuesday. 


The provisions of,the agreement as 


outlined by Birkenbead are: 


1. The new dcminion is to be known 


as "tho Irish free state." 


2. It is to have the same status as 


Canada, Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa with one reservation. 


3. In matters of finance the free 


state government jwill rule supreme. 


4. The new government must pay 


her portion \of the national war debt. 


5. Sinn Fein must give reasonable 


guarantees to the South Ireland Un- 
ionist minority.

Mr. Ethelbart Stewart. 


Commissioner of the United States Bureau 
of Labor Statistics; finds that 9.900 men 
are actually employed, by private con- 
tractors in the construction of naval ves- 
sels, and the number engaged in making 
equipment is 20.500. making a total of 
36.400. To this is added tlie total of 63.- 
000 men working iu yards, docks, ware- 
houses, and so on. bringing the grand to- 
tal up to 99.000. 


Most of the 36.400 are skilled work- 


men, and in Mr. Stewart's opinion, would 
be absorbed quickly by high class indus- 
try, while there would be demand for the 
others for construction work.

SENSE 


Once more the experts are at work figur- 


ing out how Japan is going to get the best 
of the United States in the Washington 
conference. 
It is '/reported'' that Ja- 


pan, while consenting to the fivc-fivc-three 
^navy ratio, will ask the United States not 
to go ahead with fortifications of Guam 
and the Philippine Islands. They assert 
that back of this is a purpose on the part 
of Japan to take the .Philippines away 
from us and then they proceed to show 
how in the event of war the United States 
would be "at a disadvantage with these 
bases unfortified. 


"We believe it was Mr. AVells who said 


that foreign office officials "have such ex- 
cellent, 'brilliant minds, but. alas, so high- 
ly- specialized that at times one doubts 
•whether they have, in the general sense 
of the "word, any minds at all." The same 
observation applies to the naval experts. 
They are so highly specialized that often 
they are almost bereft of common sense. 


In the first place the United States does 


not own and does not want the Philippine 
Islands. -It claims no permanent title to 
them and is committed in the strongest 
way a nation can commit itself to with- 
draw from occupancy as soon as the na- 
tives are 
capable of self-government. 


What becomes of the Philippines after 
that can only be of incidental concern to 
the United States. 
"We have had 
the 


Philippines in our tutelage for more than 
twenty years, and Japan has never given 
the slightest indication of a plot to take 
them away from usf If she has designs on-; 
the Philippines she certainly will wait un- 
til we get out of them before seeking to 
absorb them through colonization or meth- 
ods which civilization might countenance. 
"We need, therefore, have no fear of war 
with Japan over the Philippines. 


It is true that in the case of offensive 


•yvar against Japan the Philippines and 
Guam would be of great value to the Unit- 
ed States as bases from which to operate 
its navy- Such a war. however, will never 
take place, while these bases are much too 
far from the United States to make the 
Japanese navy a menace in a defensive 
war. particularly wlren we consider the 
fact that she will have but three ships to 
every five of our own. The United States, 
could have only one thought in mind in 
insisting upon construction of elaborate 
fortifications in the Philippines and Guam, 
(and there would be no use in constructing 
anything but formidable fortifications), 
namely that it expected war and intended 
to pursue an international policy likely to 
produce war. Since we have in contempla- 
tion nothing of the kind it -would seem to 
be a pure waste of public money- to fortify 
these insular possessions, which in'reality 
are not possessions at all but merely dots 
in the Pacific whose people we are trying 
to 
befriend 
end 
educate 
to 
self- 


government.

All the talk and fuss about precautions 


- necessary to protect ourselves in the Pa- 


cific smacks of militarism. It can have 
no relation to peaceful policies. From a 
common sense standpoint there is no more 
reason for fortifying Uiesc islands than 
there would be for making fortresses 
among the South Sea Isles.

This astontsliing- crime led, after a 


Ion,? search, to the arrest of ono Ber- 
tram G. Spencer, who confessed not 
only to this murder but also to a long 
scnes of mysterious burglaries which 
had terrified Springfield. They were 
most peculiar burglaries. They were 
committed usually early In tho eve- 
ning when detection would seom al- 
most certain. In some cases nothing 
was taken and In most cases only 
articles of littlo or no value. 


Spencer was tried, and after a long 


wrangle among1 - specialists as to 
whether he was sane, he.xwas con- 
demned to death and electrocuted. - 


One man at least was not satisfied 


with this trial. Ho is L. Vernon 
Briggs, 
a 
well 
known 
special- 


ist in mental disease. He was con- 
vinced, by -.vliat he had 
seen of 


Spencer and what he had heard at the 
trial, that Spencer was a defective. He 
further • believed that 
Spencer had 


been a defective all of his life, that 
any competent specialist In mental 
disease could have diagnosed him as a 
man who was dangerous at large. 
Furthermore, he realized that this 
country must contain 
many 
thou- 
sands of men like Spencer tvho are de- 
fective, who are a menace to other 
persons and to themselves, and yet 
are allowed to run at large. In these 
opinions he has the support of many 
other psychiatrists. 


LIFE STORY OF A KILLER 


In order to prove his case. Dr. 


3riggs made an elaborate study of the 
ife history of Spencer, arid also of 
those of two. other convicted murder- 
ers—of Czolgosz, the man who mur- 
dered President McKinley, and of one 
Richeson. These three studies he has 
embodied in a book entitled "The 
"Manner of Man "~ That Kills." This 
KX>k, and especially 'the part of it 
that deals with Spencer, Is an atoso- 
utely donvincingr demonstration 
of 


ho doctor's theory.that most men 


who, 
kill .are defective men. that if 


studied bjj specialists when in school 
heyjpoul<Vnear'l£a.H be -recognized as 
lefTCuvciC'rtnd handled In such a way- 
:hat, they/would not be a menace to 
society and to themselves, and that, 
a lar^e-part ..of,- tho enormous ex- 
pense of our' courts, police systems, 
and penal institutl6ns. tcoiild thus "be 
saved in addition to the great saving 
n life and property. 


Dr. Briggs shows that Spencer was 


defective in intelligence from child- 
lood, that, almost all of his immed- 
ate relations on both sides showed 
some signaliofjfnental. defect, many'of 
them having- been downright insane. 
He further shows that Spencer was 
.ong- known to many of his daily as 
sociatcs as a. "queer" man. and that 
it was well recognized by them that 


ho was subject to outbursts of temper 
almost without causo in which he 
could not control himself. . On ono of 
these outbursts ho almost killed a boy 
with a hammer. 


Yet thin man 
Spencer, who was 


recognized by ordinary laymen as a 
dangerous man, and could liavo been 
Mcutillcd by scientists at any time 
after his seventh year as a potential 
murderer, was not oniy allowed to 
run at large, but to marry and prop- 
agate the taint which had come down 
to him through the generations. Had 
ho not been convicted of the murder 
which ended his career, ho would al- 
most certainly have been set free to 
murder again and to continue propa- 
gating his kind. And the 
United 


States of America Is full of men like 
Spencer. 


Having demonstrated what manner 


of man it is who kills, and how easy 
it generally is to identify the murderer 
before ho murders. Dr. Briggs pro- 
coeds to give some information as to 
what our system of leaving defectives 
at largo costs tho taxpayer. Ha shows 
that in Massachusetts, $16,000.000 or 
forty per cent of the state budget in 
1021 was spent for the care of "de- 
fective, 
dependent, 
and delinquent 
classes." 


COURTS FOB MADMEN 
In addition to this, it must bo re- 


membered that the crimnlal courts are 
engaged almost wholly in the busi- 
ness of tryin? defectives, putting them 
in jail and turning them loose again. 
The trial of Spencer cost tho state of 
Massachusetts between 
$25,000 and 


?30,000, according to Dr. Briggs. 


Remember, too, that our expensive 


police forces arc engaged chiefly in 
keeping track of 
these 
defectives, 


capturing them only—to bo released 
again, playing an endless and futile 
game of hide and seek with madmen 


This enormous burden which the 


taxpayer carries, and which is com- 
parable only with the burden of in- 
ternational armament, is in a sense 
the least of the evils of our system of 
handling crime. The worst evil of it 
is that wo are 
breeding defectives 


steadily, so that the 
problem grows 


all the time, and tho blood of the 
nation is vitiated by defective strains 
everywhere, as tho 
examination of 


men for tho draft, convincinly showed. 


"What Is needed to remedy tills situ- 


ation is well known to students of the 
situation, and has been carried out to 
a certain extent in some states and 
Its practicability proved. Each state 
should have an 
institution which 


would not be known either as a hos- 
pital or as a prison, but as a school, 
to which all defectives would be sent. 
They would there be studied by the 
most competent specialists, and every 
effort would be made to fit each of 
these' defectives for a useful life in 
society. Some of 
them, of _ course, 


would never graduate 
from 
the 


school, and most of them presumably 
would not be allowed to propagate, 
but each of them would be given as 
large a^show in-the normal life of the 
world as he was. capable of bearing. 


To this Institution would be sent, 


not only* the defectives caught in the 
net of the courts, who are now either 
legally killed or else turned loose to 
do their worst, but - also .children 
identified as defectives in the schools. 
This .indeed is the most Important 
part of the plan. For the defective or 
psychopathic child, taken in hand 
early and rescued from unfavorable 
environmental influences, may be con- 
verted into a normal citizen. * 


Ono thing which .stands,in,thtfrway. 


~ establishing such institutions .is the 
lack of competent specialists—a, lack 
which /will doubtless gradually bo met 
by education. But the great need is 
for a. public opinion that realizes the 
need for such institutions.

There- 
Is an idea of Americanization that is 
short of vision, that is a purely' j-ett- 


, Ish nationalism like the vaunting na- 
,, tionallsm of ancient times whicii lod 
' the way to the final ruin of pricat em- 


pires. 
1C Americanization means, as 


it Is now being widely preached, "all 
for America and America for all." 


* then it docs not mean the promotion 


of a great civilization, nor the devel- 
opment of a great people. Men who 


- take this -.tajjd fail to realize tint 


America is a child among the nations, 


• that the world \\as old before we be- 
'pan and that we are indebted not 
, 
v simply to our own energy and genius 
'for what we enjoy, but to the civiliza- 
jtions of the past from which we have 


"'"drawn the l>"st of wh.it we have, and 


to 
the' • contemporary 
civilizations. 
'. which have made great contributions 


to our culture and progress. The true 


• Americanization is 
the recognition 


''that America is a part of civilization; 


and that we arc to develop citizens 
who are in tune with the welfare of 
oil mankind. It is a fine sentence: 
"Tho soul of civilization created the 
soul of America and the Americaniz- 
ation movement must safeguard that 
soul." 


WHAT IT MEANS 


Americanization, therefore, means 


the development of men in the spint 
of freedom which has back of it-hun- 
dreds of years of human struggle; the 
spirit of democracy which finds its 
beginnings in the classic civilizations; 


, the spint of loyalty to our peculiar 


institutions, a. virtue we hold in com- 
mon with patriotic 
peoples 
every- 


where; the spint of respect for law 
•which was drilled, into the world by 
the Hebrews and Romans: and the 
spirit of • justice and 
righteousness 


•which our Pilgrim fathers bequested 
to us as the result of their clear in- 
sight into the essential pnnciples of 


- Christianity. 


. There is much need of Americaniza- 


vtion. "VVe have great masses of native 
Americans who have no grasp on 
American ideals, no knowledge of 


I American government, no interest in 
• 
American institutions, and no concern 
| for world welfare. But besides these. 


•we have swarms of foreigns who have 
come to our shores to share our pros- 
-perity, enrich themselves and better 
their conditions. They are of different 
racial-type:.have lived in different so- 
cial conditions in their home coun-_ 
tries; have no interest, in many cases," 
Jn fitting into'our-complex-life; do-not 
know our language, our _ traditions. 


, our standards, nor our ideals: and 
' lave no love for the country to which 
they have come. They are not only 
ignorant of the doctrines and pnnci- 
ples on which our institutions rest, 
.but they are often 
saturated with, 


radical notions "and hatred of rulers 
and'existing political systems. They 
are consumed by class enmities, and 
' believe they arc the victims of u. capi- 
talistic Industrial system 
which is 


guilty of age long oppression of the 
masses: and are consequently ready 


• to overthrow the existing order and 
try any" new social doctrine or politi- 
cal theory which may promise them 
-a larger part of the loa\-es and fishes 
^hich they regard as life's chief in- 
terest. They have, in many instances, 
no respect for law and order, and are 
«asy dupes of fanatical or blind lead- 
"«rs who ha\e evolved fantastic and 
erroneous ideas of free government:

The war has been followed 
by the unsettlcment and

, -which succeed great conflicts:

twin sisters of poverty and revolution 
are stalking over the face of the coun- 
tries from which these i^-plcs come: 
Industrial unrest with its accompany- 
ing strikes and conflicts is widely 
prevalent; and so many arc trying to 
rock the boat of our present econom- 
ic and political system, that modern 
civiliation is scriosly endangered.

Jfow. what is the remedy for pres- 


"cnt conditions, and how are we to 
bring these restless multitudes of na- 
tive and foreign peoples to loyalty to 
our government and its institutions? 
It can only be done by education. 
Acting on the principle laid down by 
X>incoln. "with malice tovrard none, 
•with charity for all." without con- 
tempt or denunciation, with no intent 
to try to make an Italian a Hoosicr. 
a Pole a BadgT. or a Bohemian a 
Buckeye, but to make all racial it>p- 
rcsentatives loyal Americans, we must 
train them in the principles of our

a considerate way, these great prob- 
lems essential to the public welfare, 
that the peojrte may hear both sides 
of the questions which agitators are 
pressing upon their attention. But 
whatever the means, if we are to pre- 
serve American ideals and 
institu- 


tions, and fulfill our duties as world 
citizens, we must in some way teach 
the people the principles of true 
.Americanism. 


There is now before congress a bill 


which seeks to create a department 
of education which has the support of 
leaders in education throughout the 
nation. It proposes great improve- 
ments ov,er the present system.

RELIEF FOR FARMERS 


Something more than tariff protec- 


tion is required by American agricul- 
ture. To the farmer has come the 
earlier and the heavier burdens of re- 
adjustment. 
There is actual depres- 


sion in our agricultural 
industry, 


while agricultural prosperity is abso- 
lutely essential to the general pros- 
perity of the country. 


Congress has sought very earnestly 


to provide relief. It 
has 
promptly 


given much temporary relief as has 
been possible, but the call is insistent 
for the permanent solution. It isvin- 
evitable -that large crops lower the 
prices and short crops advance them. 
No legislation can cure that funda- 
mental law. But there must be some 
economic solution for the excessive 
variations in returns for agricultural 
production.

In tho main the remedy lies in dis- 


tribution 
and 
marketing. 
Every 


rroper 
encouragement 
should 
be 


given to the cooperative 
marketing 


program. 
No one challenges the 


the right of the farmer to a larger 
share of what the consumers pay for 
his product. No one disputes that we 
cannot live without the farmer. He 
is justitfied in rebelling against the 
transportation cost. Given a fair re- 
turn for his labor, he will have less 
occasion to appeal for financial aid 
and given assurance that his labors 
shall not be in vain, we reassure all 
the people of a production sufficient to 
meet our national requirement and 
guard against disaster. 


The existing scheme of 
adjusting 


freight rates' has been favoring the 
basing points, until industries are at- 
tracted to some centers and repelled 
from others. 


A great'volume of uneconomic and 


wasteful transportation has amended 
and the cost increased 
accordingly. 


The grain milling and meat packing 
industry afford ample illustration and 
the attending- concentration is readi- 


ly apparent. 
Manifestly tho condi- 


tions and terms of railway transport- 
ation ought not bo permitted to In- 
crease this undesirable tendency. 


Through the eradication of Illiter- 


acy and the diffusion 
of education 


mankind has reached a stage where 
we may fairly say that in the>' United 
States equality of opportunity has 
been attained, though all are not pre- 
pared to embrace It. There Is indeed 
a too great divergence between the 
economic conditions of the most and 
the least favored classes in the com- 
munity. 
But even that 
divergence 


has now come to the point where we 
bracket the very poor and the very 
rich together as the least fortunate 
classes. Our efforts may well be di- 
rected to improve the status of both. 


RIGHT TO ORGANIZE 


While this set of problems is com- 


monly comprehended under the gen- 
eral phra.«3 "capital and labor" it is 
really vastly broader. It is a. ques- 
tion of social and economic organiza- 
tion. 


The right of labor to organize is 


just as fundamental and necessary as 
is the right of capital to organize. Tho 
right of labor to negotiate, to deal 
with and solve its particular problems 
in an organized way, 
through its 


chosen agents, is just as essential as 
is the nght of capital to organize, to 
maintain corporations, to limit the 
liabilities of stockholders. Indeed, we 
have come to recognize that the lim- 
ited liability of the citizen as a mem- 
ber of a labor organization 
closely 


parallels the limitation of liability of 
the citizen as a stockholder in a cor- 
poration for profit. Along this lino of 
reasoning we shall make the greatest 
progress towards solution of our prob- 
lem of capital and labor.

LABOR TRIBUNALS 


( Just as it is not desirable that a 
corporation shall bo allowed to impose 
undue exactions upon the public s-o it 
is not desirable that a labor organiza- 
tion shall 
be permitted to exact 


unfair 
terms 
of 
employment or 


subject tho 
public 
to 
actual dis- 


tress . in 
order" to 
enforce 
its 


terms. Finally, just as we are earn- 
estly seeking for procedures whereby 
to adjust and settle political difficul- 
ties between nations without resort to 
war. so we may well look about for 
means to settle 
difficulties between 


organized capital and organized labor 
without resort to those forms of war- 
fare which we recognize under the 
names of strikes, lockouts, boycotts 
and .the like. 


To accomplish this 
would involve 


the necessity to develop a thorough 
going code of practice in dealing with 
such aff.urs. 
It might 
be well to 


frankly set forth the superior inter- 
est of the community as a whole to 
cither the labor, group or the capital 
group. 
"With rights, privileges, im- 


munities and modes of organization 
thus carefully defined, 
it should be 


possible to set up judicial or quasi- 
judicial tribunals for the consideration 
and. determination of all disputes which 
menace the public welfare. 


After each war, until the last, the 


government has been enabled to give 
homes to. its re turned .soldiers, and a 
a. large, part of our settlement and de. 


voloprncnt has attended thla generous 
provision 
of land for tho nation's 


defender^. 


RECLAIM ARID LANDS 


There Is yet unreserved approxim- 


ately 200,000.000 acre* In tho public 
domain. 20.000,000 acres of which arc 
known to' bo susceptible of reclama- 
tion and inado fit for homes'by provi- 
sion for Irrigation. 


Tho government has been assisting 


in the development of Us remaining 
lands, until the estimated increase in 
land values in tho irrigated sections Is 
fully $000,000.000 
and the crops of 


1920 alone on these lands arc estimat- 
ed to exceed $100.000.000. Under tho 
law authorizing these expenditures for 
development, the advances arc to be 
returned and it will bo good business 
for tho government to provide for tho 
reclamation of the remaining 200.000.- 
000 acres in addition to e:ii>cdiUng the 
completion of projects long under 
way. 
' 


These resources arc so vast and the 


development is affording so reliable a 
basis of estimate, that tho interior de- 
partment expresses tho belief that ul- 
timately tho present law will add in 
royalties and payments to the treas- 
uries of the federal government and 
the states 
containing these public 


lands a total of 512,000.000,000. This 
means, of course, an added wealth of 
many, times that sum. These prospects 
seem ' tov afford every justification of 
government advances in reclamation 
and irrigation. 


PROVIDE MORE HOMES 


Contemplating tho inevitable and 


desirable 'incrsasc of population there 
is another phase of reclamation full 
worth of consideration. 
There are 


seventy nine million acres of swamp 
and cut-over 
lands 
which may be 


leclaimod and made as valuable as 
a,ny farm lands wo possess. 
These 


acres are largely locatable in south- 
ern states and the greater proportion 
is owned "by the states or by private 
citizens. Congress has a report of the 
survey of these fields for reclamation 
and the feasibility is established. 
I 


gladly commend federal aid, by way 
of advances, 
where state and pri- 


vate participation is assured. 


Home making is one of the great- 


est benefits which 
government can 


1/estow. 
Measures arc )>ending em- 


bodying this sound policy to which 
we may well adhere. 
It is easily 


possible to make available permanent 
homes which will provide, in turn, 
for 
prosperous American families, 


without injurious 
competition 
with 


established activities or 
imposition 


on wealth already acquired. 


"While wo are thinking of promo- 


ting the fortunes of our own people. 
1 am sine there is room in the sympa- 
thetic thought of America for fellow 
human beings who aie suffering and 
dying of starvation in Russia.

UnrcHcrvcdly 1 recommend tho ap- 
propriation necessary to provide tho 
American relict administration with 
t<m million bushels of corn and one 
million bushels of seed 
grain, 
not 


alone to halt tho wave of death 
through starvation. 
but> to 
enable 


spring planting in areas where the 
seed grains have been exhausted tem- 
porarily to stem starvation. 


I am not unaware that we have 


suffering 
and privation at home. 


When it exceeds tho capacity for re- 
lief within tho states concerned, it 
will have federal consideration. 
It 


seems to me wo should be indifferent 
to our own heart promptings and out 
of accord with the spirit which ac- 
claims the Chrltmas tide if we do not 
give out of our national abundance to 
lighten the burden of woe upon a peo- 
ple blameless and helpless in famine's 
peril. 


There is a full score of topics con- 


cerning which it would bo becoming 
to address you and on which I hope 
to make report at a later time. I 
alluded to the things requiring your 
earlier attention. However, I cannot 
end thU limited address without a 
suggested amendment to the organic 
law. 


Many of us belong lo that school of 


thought which is hesitant about alter 
ing tho fundamental law. I think our 
tax problems, tho tendency of wealth 
to seek nontaxablo investment and 
the menacing increase of public debt 
federal, state and municipal, all justi 
fy a propo&al to change the constitu 
tion so as to end the issue of nontax- 
able bonds. No action can change 
the status of the many billions out 
standing, but wo can guard against 
future encouragement of capital par- 
alysis, while a halt in the growth of 
public indebtedness would 
bo bene- 


ficial throughout our whole" land. 


Such a change in tho constitution 


must bo very thoroughly considered 
before submission. There ought to be 
known what influence it will have on 
the inevitable refunding of our vast 
national debt, how the advantages of 
nation over stato and municipality, or 
tho contrary, may bo avoided. 


Clearly the states would not ratify 


to their own apparent disadvantage. 
I suggest tho consideration because 
tho drift of wealth into nontaxablc 
securities is hindering the 
flow of 


largo capital to our industries, manu- 
facturing, agricultural and carrying, 
until wo arc discouraging the very ac- 
tivities which make our wealth. 


Agreeable to your expressed desire 


and in complete accord with the pur- 
pose of the executive branch of the 
government, there is in Washington, 
as you happily know, an international 
conference now most earnestly 
at 


work on plans for tho limitation of 
armament, a naval holiday, and the 
just settlement of problems which 
might develop into causes of interna- 
tional disagreement.

We find that if the 


members Keep paying in at regular 
intervals, they continue throughout 
the year, but if they neglect it for 
four or five weeks, they drop it. Most

We find 
that many people like the decreasing 
clubs in which they make their larg- 
est' payments first and keep on going 
down the scale." 


Each cashier interviewed said that 


the greatest value of the clubs was 
the thrift lesson which they 
teach. 


After being members of the clubs, 
many people start permanent bank 
accounts and are able to save money 
consistently without the aid of the 
club. 
Clubs which net the member 


approximately $50 or S100 are most 
popular, but the average 
amount 


paid out to the 2,000 members this 
year was something over $40. '
